sults. It:would appear, however, that we are 
at length about to come in for a share of the dis- 
astrous consequences of that unnatural and pro- 
jonged struggle. What at first seemed to be 


little more than a local misunderstanding between |’

of live stock. It is quite possible it may be ex- 
tended ta’ bread stuffs also,‘and te general artic- 
les of food. 

> When it is remembered that we draw not only 
gur beasts of burden and black-cattle, but also 
the great bulk of our food, from the neighboring 
States, the importance with which the question, 
ds respects the people of these Colonies, is in- 
vested will readily appear. Across, the bound- 
ary, inland, direct to this:port from San Francis- 
¢o and the more adjacent Territory, aswell as by 
the way of Victoria, V. I., have the necessaries 
Gf life been poured in upon us doring the last 
five years; and our proximity and the. great 
facility for obtaining a supply has begotten in 
our people a spirit of thoughtless dependency 
tipon a foreign neighbor for that which we should 
by this time have chiefly produced from our own 
‘toil. 

We need oply point out the fact that last year 
we imported, ‘in round figures, twenty thousand 
head oflive stock and a little over twenty-seven 
thonsand barrels of flour, to say nothing of beans, 
fice, bacon, and a thousand-and-one other articles, 
in order to give the reader an approximate idea 
bf the magnitude of the calamity should the in- 
terdict be extended to general articles of food and 
be of long continuance. So extensive a supply 
suddenly cut off cannot but leave us in a deplor- 
lable strait, and, for the time at i must entail 
‘paffering and destitation. 

We believe in the doctrine that every: such 

‘idispensation is desigied to teach ns a salutary 
(lessen, which if we but apply ourselves unto 
(with wisdom we shall have occasion to. kiss the 
"rod which smites us, We have more than once 
pointed; out the folly and ioutility of trusting en- 
tirely t foreign sources. for a supply of our
